Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a computer image file containing a colour photographic image of a 
woman urinating. The presentation is intended to be sexually arousing to the viewer. 
However, the publication does not promote or support, or tend to promote or support, 
the use of urine in association with degrading or dehumanising conduct or sexual 
conduct, because it does not depict, or otherwise deal with, sexual (or degrading or 
dehumanising) conduct. A restriction on the availability of the publication to an adult 
audience is considered sufficient to prevent injury to the public good resulting from the 
explicit nudity. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of 
this publication are prescribed by law. This classification represents the minimum 
interference with freedom of expression as affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 that is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. It is 
therefore a restriction that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic 
society. 
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
